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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Bruning 
(US4785192). 

With respect to claims 1 and 4-5, Bruning shows in Fig.l lithographic exposures, 
utilizing a line narrowed gas discharge laser, comprising of a control computer 38 (col. 3, 1.54-61) 
to determine a desired laser spectrum and a fast responding tuning mechanism 54. 

With respect to claim 2, Bruning discloses that the burst of pulses is several hundred 
pulses (coL8, 1.4-5). 

With respect to claim 3, Bruning discloses the repetition rate of approximately 1000 
pulses per second (col. 5, 1.1-3). 

With respect to claims 6-8, it is inherent that the desired laser spectrum could have two or 
more separate peaks with the peak separation by at least 0.5 picometer based on the adjustments 
of the computer program lithographic parameters by the operators.
